Build Not Your Houses Upon the Sand. 


Southern Gatifornia not being sub- 
ject to either high winds or to extreme 
cold, many people who have come here 
have fallen into careless and objection- 
able habits of building. Very many of 
our residences are not substantially 
built. Many of them are well enough 
in the maln, but ure with- 
out proper foundations, thus weaken- 
ing the superstructure, from its con- 
stant settling, making it Nableto give 
way in parts, aud liable, under unusual 
circumstances, to collapse. The result 
of the late windstorm in Crescenta, 
where a large hotel went down under 
the force of a by no means extremely 
violent wind, with the sacrifice of 
human lite and a considerable amount 
of property, is a serious commentary 
upon these careless methods of con- 
struction. The casualty was an un- 
necessary one. The lives lost were 
sacrificed to carelessuess. Well-con- 
structed buildings in that locali y did 
not feel the effect of the wind, and 
were in no danger whatever from its 
effects. A life was lost in Santa Barbara 
a few years ago from like criminal 
neglect uf proper methods of building. 
A house which was but the lightest 
shell was struck by the gale, and the 
upper portion of the chimney was de- 
stroyed, and a brick falling through 
the canvas ceiling, fell upon the head 
of one of the family sitting near it, 
killing him instantly. Other light 
frames were removed several feet 
from their foundations, while people 
decupying well-constructed dwellings 
sat unconscious in their homes of the 
havoe which was being wrought among 
the lighter structures, and with no 
thought of danger to any one in the 
community frum the storm. Southern 
California bis never experienced 
any windsturm that would endanger 
life or any building properly con- 
‘structed. -But this is no excuse for 
insecure building. It is economy to 
build well, and it is also a duty. Good, 
firm foundations should be laid upon 
which to rear strong walls. We might 
learn some lessons from the people who 
occupied the land before us, in that re- 


Spanish dwelling are good for a cen- 
tury. They have defied light earth- 
quake shocks as well as all the winds 
that have blown. Our modern struct- 
ures need not be less secure nor less 
enduring. The skill of the architect 
we can command, and vur modern 
brick is better than the ancient adobe, 
if we will build with it walls of suffi- 
cient thickness. We do not want to 
multiply temporary, ill-constructed 
homes, but to build dwellings that 
shall endure for generations. 


Still They Lie. 


A subscriber in Pennsylvania sends 
us the following clipping from the 
Waynesburg (l’a.) Republican: 

“If there are any more poor people who 
think of removing to California, they may 
as well be warned in time that poverty and 
misery await them in that overrated coun- 
try. Thousandsof mechanics and laborers 
are to be found in every town and city 
without employment, without the neces- 
saries of life, and totally without incans to 
return to more favorable localities.” 

It is really quite a compliment to 


Southern California that the eastern 
papers find it necessary to keep up their 
continual lying about us. It shows 
that the attractions of this section are 
exerting a powferful influence on the 
inhabitants of less favored regions east 
of the Rockies. The time has passed 
when their lies can do us any serious 
harm. Our prosperity is founded on a 
rock and cannot be shaken by such 
puffs of venomous wind. There are 
too many living witnesses here who 
bave come from the East to find that 
the half of our attractions had not been 
told them. These people write home 
the facts, and their testimony is of far 
greater weight than any ill-natured 
newspaper squibs which are dictated 
by jealousy and ill-concealed rage at 
the wholesale exodus to Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

Regarding the statements of the 
journal in question, they are simply 
upmitigated falsehoods, as entirely 
contrary to the true state of affairs as

More Fast Trains—Freight Rates on 
Citrus Fruits. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There seems to be quite a 
tight between the different roads between 
Chicago and Denver, Colo., on the question 
of fast trains. It is now virtually settled 
that the Chicago and Alten and Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific will meet the 
action of the Burlington route and run fast 
trains between the points mentioned, and 
it is the Intention of these lines to put on a 
limited passenger train between Chicago 
and Kansas City, the first train to run on 
Christmas, The trains will leave Chicago 
at 5:30 p. m., and will reach Kansas City 
about 7 o’clock the next morning. The time 
train from Kansas City to Chicago is not 
yet specified. These roads think they will 
be able to induce the Union Pacific and 
Santa Fé to change the hour of departure 
from Kansas City so as to make there direct 
connection with these fast trains.

A wife may be divorced twice 
and return to her husband, but if he 
divorce her a third. time, and with a 
triple divorce , and send her 
away, he cannot live with her again 


to another man. After the third di- 
vorce the husband must pay the part 
of the dower which was aside for 
the wife before marriage, and he must 
upport her out of his ouse daring the [to 
hree months in which she may not 
marry again. If the wife be separated 
from the man and not divorced, she 
receives a weekly allowance from him. 
A divorced woman may, after divorces, 
retain her son, under 2 years of „ 
and custom gives the child to 
mother till it is 7 years old; then the 
father must claim the son. When a 
man forfeits his engagement to marry, 
he must peg the half her dower, 
and she atonce. When 
a wife is disobedient’ the husband may 
beat her; if she persist in disobedience,
